‘The home is a place 
to rest and eat at and for all kinds 
ef recreation which indeed is quite 
proper but it should be more thar 
that it is a primary school for the 
children, ij is there that their little 
characters are mulded. The family 
never or at the most seldomly re 
unite by the fireside and there impar 
to their children the great truths o: 
christianty. The lack of religious know- 
ledge in these days of so many god. 
less opinions leads many toward: 
skepticism and the result being toda) 
and sad to say; that the trend of minc 
f many is materialistic and indif- 
ferent to religion although they stil 
profess to be christians. The im- 
mortality of the soul is only a mat- 
er for speculation to the average 
!weller on this globe; to him whc 
oes not beleive the soul to be int 
mortal, Easter the day of the resur- 
rection of Christ means nothing or 
at the most a season only to be com- 
ercialized, and such is and such wat 
the opinion of many concerning thé 
oul. ‘Dhis denial of the immortal: 
ity of the soul namely that when ¢ 
un dieg all ends with the dust i 
the grave prevailed in Napoleon’;

to say to his ssldiers! “I have much 
horror of these materialists who arc 
but lumps of dirt and who wish me 
to be and always be a lump of dirt 
Everything in the world is in motior 
and as years go by there are many 
changes but historical truth remain:

And that same holy doctor says that 
the son of God in His ressurection 
presents to us at the same time 1 
great miracle and a great example, 1 
great miracle to confirm our faith anc 
an example to animate our hope, In. 
deed the resurrection of the Saviow 
of men establishes the two most im. 
portant truths of christianity, tha 
one is the foundation of all religior 
namely that Christ is God, the othe: 
is the principle of the whole mora 
sode that is, that one day the bodie: 
of all shall be resurrected from the 
dead, and man is to live with this enc 
in mind. As an evidence of His di 
vinity Jesus continually appealed tc 
His resurrection in which miracle H:

DOUBT. The following incident 
related of one of the disciples oi 
Jesus makes us the more ready to be- 
lieve their writings viewed even hu. 
nianly as mere hist:rical documents 
—when they record the facts of the 
first Easter Sunday. 

“Now Thomas, one of the twelve 
was not with them when Jesus came 
The other disciples therefore said tc 
him: ‘We have seen the Lord’, But 
he said to the ‘Except that I shall see 
in His hands the print of the nails 
and put my finger into the place oi 
the nails, and put my hand into hit 
side I will not believe.’’ And afte: 
eight days again His disciples where 
within, and Thomas with them, Jesu: 
cometh, the doors being shut anc 
stood in the midst, and said ‘Put ir 
uy finger hither and see my hands 
and bring hither thy hand and put 
into my side and be faithfuless but 
believing. Thomas answered anc 
said to him ‘My, Lord and my God’. 

Though Jesus had foretold his re 
surrection, and thus His disciples 
would have been somewhat preparec 
for that event, Thomas was not the 
only one who hesitated, ti Il forced by 
the evidence of his own senses, t 
believe that the master whom he hac 
seen expired on the cross and buried 
in the tomb, had indeed risen from 
the dead “und wos: againMiving anc 
speaking with men. 

So far were they from being over 
credulous, that when the first report: 
of the resurrection reached the ap 
ostles, they regarded them as dream: 
and did not believe them. Ever 
when certain of the apostles actually 
suw the risen Christ and spoke wit! 
Him, they would hardly trust their 
own eyes; and could find little cred 
ence with their brethern. 


EVIDENCE. Yet in spite of thi: 
scepticism which refused to believe 
till convinced by indisputable proofs 
all of the apostles were soon rejoicing 
in the triumph over death of thei) 
master, and proclaiming His resur- 
rection as an evidence of His divinity 
and of the truth of His teachings 
They had beheld the indisputable 
proofs and were convinced, ‘They 
had seen the Saviour and the circum. 
stances under which Christ appeared 
after His resurrection prove that the 
disciples were not deceived. ie wat 
seen not only by the apostles but by 
many, even by more than five hund: 
red bretheren at once. He appear- 
ed not once only but repeatedly dur- 
ing forty days till His ascension. He 
spoke and ate with His disciples anc 
showed them his wounds and com: 
manded them to touch those scarec 
scars. 

Even the enemies of Christ had un- 
wittingly taken measures that provec 
further evidence to establish the fact 
of His resurrection. They made cer. 
tain that he was really dead before 
they would allow His body to be tak- 
en down from the cross; even going 
to the excess of piercing His body witk 
a spear, after having pronounced Hir 
dend. Moreover knowing that Juser 
had prophesied that He would riac 
after three days, as a precaution a: 
gainst the possibility of His body 
heing stolen by. His friends or of any 
other deception, influential Jews hac 
demanded of Pilate that a guard o: 
Roman soldiers be stationed at thi 
grave. In spite of the guard o 
soldiers, and the stone barriers of the 
tomb, and the icy grip of death, Jesus 
came forth on Easter morn to the as- 
tonishment even of His apostles, man- 
ifesting His divinity by the fulfillment

Most of our 
farmers, are contemplating on going 
ahead and sowing the seed with the 
exception of a few land owners whose 
farms are subject to severe drifting 
Where the latter danger exists it 
would be a dangerous practise to sow 
the crop unless moisture is received 
to settle and pack the loose ground.

DON’T BUY BLINDFOLDED 


It seems strange but true, neverthe- 
leas, that so many people who exer- 
cise care and shrewdness in most of 
their business dealings should make 
the mistake in patronizing outside 
concerns when the very best bargains 
will invariably be found right at thei: 
own door, Your neighbor and fellow 
community builder, the local merchant 
can nearly always do as well for you 
as the higgest advertised outside pro- 
position and generally very much cet- 
ter, but for some reason 95% of the 
purchases made outside are done e 
without the home-town merchant 
even being given the opportunity of 
submitting a price. 

The most remarkable thing about 
this is that the out-of-town buyer pro- 
bably does not realize that if there 
were no home-town merchants aud 
nothing in the town but a railway stat- 
ion, it would not be many months be- 
fore farm land values would show a 
decided decline in values, Why? 
Simply because a district is judged by 
the size and appearance of its trading 
town and if merchants are few and 
general trading facilities lacking, it 
immediately indicates one of twc 
things; either that the nature of the 
soil is poor, or the farmers in the dis 
trich are not good farmers, Both of 
these reasons might be wrong, if thc 
merchants have been driven out of 


business threugh lack of support re- 


sulting in a ticsolute looking village 
and, from an cutside’s view poin:, a 
poor farming district,

Reckless Motor Driving 


With the approach of spring the time draws near when once again the 
roads and highways of the country will be thronged with tens of thousands 
of automobiles and the streets of our larger cities jammed with traffic. Soan 
touvists will again be in our midst, while week-end trips from our centres 
of population to summer resorts and other vacation spots will engage the 
attention of the residents of all urban and many rural sections. 

Is the result to be the hanging up of another new high record number 
of fatalities arising out of automobile accidents? Is 1931 to provide another 
dark spot on our much vaunted civilization with as much recklessness in 
automobile driving and resultant deaths as were recorded in 19380? Are 
the more and better highways being provided all over the country to have 
the tragic outcome of steadily adding to the death toll because people using 
such better roads exercise less care in operating their cars? 

Recent figures published for the city of Regina show a very large in- 
crease in the number of car accidents reported in 1930 as compared with 
previous years, and what is true of Regina is true of practically every ctiy 
in Ca a and the United States, 

A United States magazine, in a recent issue, dealt with the rising death 
toll due to reckless automobile driving across the line. While these figures 
apply only to the United States, they disclose a state of affairs which is 
equally applicable to Canada. A few of the facts established may well be 
quoted,

Motor accidents in the United States, in 1930, killed 32,500 people, and | 


injured more than $60,000,—in other words, one million victims. More than 
2,000 little children under five years of age were killed, and more than 45,000 
were injured. The magazine notes that the World War did not take a 
greater toll of American lives in battle. 

Remarkable as it may seem, this magazine considers that the most en- 
couraging aspect of this appalling loss lies in the fact that recklessness was 
its principal cause, saying: “If carelessness and over-confidence kill and 
so many, carefulness and consideration can prevent such losses.” 

Evidence goes to show that the majority of accidents occurred on 
straight and dry roads, in broad daylight, with experienced and mature 
drivers at the wheel. In an overwhelming majority the machine functioned 
properly; the man was at fault. He took unjustifiable chances. 


In a striking analysis of accident reports from forty States, a well 
known insurance company dispels many cherished illusions on this subject. 
Contrary to a common impression, women were proved to be safer drivers 
than men, Young men at their best physical development were the worst 
offenders, . 

Improper driving and nothing else was responsible for more than two- 
thirds of all the deaths and injuries recorded in 1930. Speeding, driving on 
the wrong side of the road, and failure to grant right-of-way, all evidences of 
improper driving, accounted for 68 per cent. of the accidents. 

Other violations of the laws as well as of common sense took a heavy 
toll. Failure to signal caused the deaths of 490 people, and accounted for 
the injuries of 48.928. More than 80,000 accidents resulted from motorists 
driving off the roadway. The biggest single cause of accidents, however, 
was the improper attempt to take the right-of-way from some other travel- 
ler—selfishness, hoggishness. 

As might be expected, week-end driving is most hazardous. Sunday is 
the worst day by far, and Saturday is next.

Men 
have learned to operate ships at sea safely, The records of the railroads 
are marvellous. Where safety is the goal, airplanes have achieved miracles 
in protecting human life. In other words, we can operate high-powered, 
fast moving machines if we put our minds to it. 

What we have to learn is that safety is more important than speed. 
Diivers must be made to realize that they are steering three or four thou- 
sand pounds of steel in swift momentum, the possible destructive power of 
which is enormous. 

Safety is worth more than anything else. The maiming, and the killing, 
and the destruction of millions of property must be stopped and we, the 
average dfivers, can do it. 

When you drive, remember, says this magazine writer, that a lot of 
idiots are on the road, and that you may have to protect yourself against 
both fools and road hogs, and occasional drunks, as well as against absent- 
minded pedestrians and heedless children. In such fashion you will at least 
have made your contribution to national safety and, incidentally, you will 
get more pleasure and more use out of your motor car,

Atmosphere Of E Earth 
Hundred Miles Deep 


But Sun Has Atmosphere Depth Of 
9,000 Miles 

New discoveries about the sun’s 
atmosphere have been disclosed to 
Dr. Albert Einstein at the Mount 
Wilson Solar Observatory, Pasadena, 
California, by Dr. Charles EB. St. John, 
of the Carnegie Institution, of Wash- 
ington. The sun's atmosphere is 9,- 
000 miles deep, compared with the 
100 mile depth of the earth's atmos- 
phere. The outermost layer of the 
earth’s atmosphere is composed of 
the lightest gases, helium and hydro- 
gen. The sun’s atmosphere is quite 
different, the outermost layer being 
of ionized calcium, forty times heav- 
fer than the layer of hydrogen 3,000 
miles closer to the sun. 

In the earth’s atmosphere the first 
seven miles from the earth form a 
layer in which wind storms occur up 
to a velocity of 200 miles per hour. 
At 35 miles up argon, one of the 
constituents of air, disappears, 
Farther up there is no more oxygen, 
and at 70 miles nitrogen disappears, 
leaving only helium and hydrogen for 
the last thirty miles,

The azure hue, he believes, is caused 
by the presence of dissolved, copper 
compounds, which have this color, .as 
in the well-known blue vitriol or cop- 
per sulphate. ; Je 

The chemist’s' name is Richard 
Willistatter, ‘and his findings are 
announced by .a correspondent : of 
The American Chemical ‘Society in a 
press bulletin issued by that body 
(New York). We read: 4 

“The color of sea water was. dis- 
cussed by Willistatter and Fritz 
Haber, on a trip to the Canary Is- 
lands, Haber, who developed syn- 
thetic ammonia, upon which Germany 


based its wai plans, and who is fot, 


infrequently described as the greatest 
of living Germans, preferred the phy- 
sical explanation that the color is 
evident because of the great depth 
of the water.

contended that the 


blue, which is visible even in such al 


thin layer as in a bathtub, is due 
to complex copper compounds of the 
nature of cupri-amino salts. 

“‘The conditions for their forma- 
tion are present,’ he explained, ‘be- 
cause of the known content of cop- 
per in sea water and the formation 
of ammonia, and especially of or- 
ganic amino-compounds as a_ result 
of the decomposition of prcetein,’”
